SITUATION AT MANILA, 


If Insurgents Make Brave Resistance 
Many Lives Will Be Lost. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] If the insurgents make a 
brave resistance in the immediate vi-. 
cinity of Manila, it will be difficult tc 
avoid a serious loss of life, for it is a 


low-lying broken country, that offers | 


advantages for bushwhacking, It is | 


| 
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improbable, however, that the fighting 
will be there, for in addition to the su- 
perior military force of Gen. Otis, the 
ships of the valiant Dewey are an ele- 
ment of defense to the city. The guns 
of the latter can sweep the country 
both north and south of the city, and 
the heavier ones could probably shellthe 
district lying back of the city. 

The insurgent forces are strung in 
a complete chain about the city from 
Malate on the south, to Tondo Caloocan 
and other towns along the Dagyupan 
Railway. Strategic advantage is not 
possessed to any material degree by 
either side, as far-as the city is con- 
cerned, but beyond the city it is black 
with the hordes of the rebel chieftain. 

Aguinaldo has possession of the 
Dagyupan Railway and with it can 
make his battleground wherever he 
chooses. It is in his absolute possession, 
and its bridges and embankments are 
a series of forts for miles into the 
interior. He could lead the American 
forces up into an unfriendly country 
for over 200 miles, with every advan- 
tage in his favor. 

The shelling of the Malate district by 
the guns of Dewey’s fleet would drive 
the rebels from there into the west of 
Pacho, and there the advantage of po- 
sition would probably be with the reb- 
els, for they would have the Pasig 
River and Laguna de Bay to fall back 
upon. The district around Laguna is 
very mountainous and broken, and that 
would be a further advantage for the 
rebels. At Santa Mesa, which is di- 
rectly back of the city, the advantage 
is probably with the Americans. They 
have a strong battery mounted there, 
and Gen.-Otis would probably make a 
special effort to gain possession of that 
point, and.thus cut off two divisions of 
Aguinaldo’s army. 

As already stated, it is north cf the 
city that Aguinaldo is the stronger. 
Dewey can make all of the country 
between Manila and Malabon untena- 
ble, and prevent the use of the first 
section of the Dagyupan Railway, but 
stilt the rebels can fall back and be 
assured of .rap{d transportation. 

There is not the slightest danger in 
the world of the city of Manila falling 
into the hands of the insurgents. The 
talk of the.natives in the city rebel- 
ling is purest bosh. The city is abso- 
iutely under the control of Gen. Otis 
and his men and cannot be taken from 
them. Gen. Otis will probably content 
himself’ with defending @is position, 
although he may make adances from 
Santa Mesa in order to secure posses- 
sion of the city waterworks, which 
have been in,the hands of the rebels. 

Since the surrender of the city in 
August, the armies of Otis and Aguli- 
naldo have faced one another, and 
that there has been a conflict is not 
surprising. The rebels only fell back 
to the American outposts, and for 
months’ the sentries have paced in 
sight of one another. The rebels have 
constantly encroached upon the Ameri- 
can lines, and have sought in every 
manner to provoke trouble. They have 
seized prisoners within the American 
lines, and the more rascally ones have 
been parties to all manner of black- 
mailing, and have even openly re- 
sorted to abduction to secure tribute 
from their victims. Sens 

NO NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Up to 2 a.m. 
nothing has been received here by the 
War Department regarding a reported 
fight at Manila between Americans and 
Filipinos. 


AGUINALDO’S CLAIMS, 


Broadened So as to Include All of 
the Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Aguinaldo 
has broadened his claims, or at least 
his agent here, Agoncillo,.has done so 


for him. In another one of the series 
of communications which he has ad- 
dressed to the State Department, 


Aguinaldo asserts his jurisdiction to 
all the Philippine group. This is a 
notable extension, as heretofore there 
was nothing to show that he spoke for 
anything more than the Tagals, and 
even though there may have been an 
intimation that the Visayas, or central 
group, was part of the Philippine con- 
federation. this is certainly the first 
time that any suggestion has been 
made touching the Sulu archipelago. 


MR. BARRETT’S VIEWS, 


United States Protectorate is the 
Thing for the Philippines, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HONGKONG, Feb. 4.—John Barrett, 
the former United States Minister to 
Siam, who is returning to the United 
States, delivered an address yesterday 
to an audience composed of British of- 
ficials and business men, Americans 
and Filipinos. Regarding the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Barrett urged the necessity 
of the United States forming an inde- 
pendent protectorate until the ability 
of the Filipinos to stand alone is dem- 
onstrated, the United States reserving 
a strategic naval base, like Subig Bay, 
giving her control of the situation and 
strengthening her throughout the Far 
East. Mr. Barrett also declared that 
the difficulties ahead of the United 
States had been grossly exaggerated 
for the purpose of defeating the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty with Spain. 


NO INDEMNITY DUE. 
Dewey’s Cutting of the Cable Was

Falling Down on County 
Government Act. 


Los Angeles Lesistators Doing 
the Crawfish Act. 


Pledges of the County Convention 
No Longer Binding. 


Senatorial Situation Unchanged—A 
Light Ballot — Addition to the 
Burns Boom—Scott Forces are 
Hopeful—Legislative Routine. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 4.—[{Exclutive 
Dispatch.] The weak sisters in the 
Los Angeles county delegation are bent 
on bringing further ridicule upon the 
Republican party in that county. De- 
spite the fact that a reduction of sal- 
aries of county officials was demanded 
by the platform of the Republican 
county convention, and, indeed, was 
the most popular feature of that plat- 
form. and despite the fact that the 
delegation, before it ever left Los An- 
geles, sirew up a schedule making rea- 
sonable reductions, and pledged itself 
to stand by such schedule, the aforesaid 
weak sisters, who dance as puppets to 
the string-pulling of ex-Judge McKin- 
ley and other would-be bosses, are 
signing a paper to throw down the 
resolution they themselves adopted. 
This original resolution, to the effect 
that every member of the delegation 
would support the schedule agreed on, 
except as to. such salaries as six mem- 
bers of nine might vote to. change, 
was adopted at the last meeting of the 
delegation, held at the county’ Court- 
house, and all members were present 
at that meeting except Simpson ana 
Miller. 

The schedule © adopted was, in the 
light of past experience and the urgent 
demands of the people for economy, ore 
of the fairest ever put into a draft of a 
county government bill; yet before the 
session of the Legislature was three 
weeks old, lobbyists representing the 
Sheriff’s oflice, District Attorney’s of- 
fice. Public Administrator’s office, and 
possibly the whole shooting-match, ar- 
rived here to get in their work on the 
delegation in the interests of the office- 
holders against the people. On top 
of it all came Recorder Wade, bringing 
a petition signed by delegates to the 
county convention, acknowledging their 
utter incompetency to care for county 
affairs, in the statement that they did 
not know that the convention adopted 
a resolution calling for salary reduc- 
tions. This was the straw that broke 
the camel's back, or rather the backs 
of the weak sisters, for they caved in 
at once, and decided that they them- 
selves did not Know what they were 
about when they tried to effect an 
economical schedule. 

A meeting has been held at which 
the matter was talked-over to no sat- 
isfactory purpose, and the weak sisters

took the bit in their teeth and resolved 
to pull together. A paper has been 
drawn up calling for raising the. sal- 
aries of the heads of county offices from 
the $3000 schedule figure, to $3300, ex- 
cept the Surveyor, whose salary is 
raised from $2500 to $3000.. The deputies, 
who do the work and can control only 
their own votes, get no favors from the 
weak sisters. 


This paper was signed by Simpson 
and Miller, while Conrey signed it with 
the understanding that his signature 
does not count unless six names are 
obtained. Currier will sign, it is said, 
for he is reported to have given his 
sanction to the fall-down, and where 
Bulla, who is a Senatorial candidate, 
leads, his followers must follow. Of 
course, Mr. Bulla is not trying to repay 
the debt of gratitude he owes the po- 
litical ring in Los Angeles for feeding 
him the pap of encouragement for over 
forty ballots in the Senatorial race. His 
friends will insist that he is only inter- 
ested in the welfare of the people, even 
if county salaries should be increased 
instead of reduced. But, to the outsider, 
Mr. Bulla’s attitude has a peculiar look. 
He was present at the meeting which 
adopted the schedule and assisted in 
its preparation, and he must know, if 
he reads the newspapers, that the peo- 
ple, outside of political influences which 
are deluding him into the belief that 
he can be a United States Senator, 
hailed the announcenient of the delega- 
tion’s efforts toward economy with ap- 
proval. 


Huber, the head of the County Gov- 
ernment Committee, which has charge 
of the bill that will contain the salary 
list, will make a strong fight for what 
he believes the taxpayers want. He 
will be ably seconded by Melick, who is 
also a member of the same committee, 
and who declares he is absolutely 
against any compromise on the propo- 
sition. These two members could pre- 
vent any amendment to the gchedule 
in the committee, and they count on 
the assistance of Valentine, and of Mead 
of the minority, to defeat any proposed 
changes on the floor of the House. 

But the danger lies in the Senate. 
With Bulla leading Simpson along, and 
Currier falling in behind, whatever is 
done in the House can be “coppered”’ 
in the Senate. Yet, on the other hand, 
With Huber, Valentine, Melick and 
Mead standing together, how can the 
other five members hope to get around 
_their resolution requiring the assent of 
six members to any change? Valen- 
tine, who it has been claimed, would 
make the sixth member, stated to the 
‘Times correspondent that his position 
here, as in Los Angeles, is in favor of 
the schedule adopted, though he thinks 
that the salaries of one or two head 
officials are too low. Nevertheless, if 
any changes are to be made in the 
schedule, he believes the deputies who 
do ‘the work of the county offices, 
should get the benefit of the raise, 
rather than that the head ocflicials, 
whose salaries are high enough uncer 
the schedule, should profit. thereby. 
There is an impression among some of 
those who oppose the change in the 


schedule that rather than stultify 
themselves by undoing their own work, 
it would be better for the delegates to 
throw the schedule out altogether, and 
let the taxeaters and taxpayers fight it 
out for themselves under the law as 
it stands today, which allows the head 
officials $3600 per annum. One member 
says that if the delegation fails to fol- 
low the instructions of the Republican

Still Uncertain, 


Both Sides Short as Senators | 
are Now Lined Up. 


Gain of Six Needed to Win and 
Only Two to Loose. 


Senator Wolcott Injures the Cause 
by Accusing Democrats of Doing 
Politics—Senate and House Pro- 
ceeding=s—Congressional Notes,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Less than forty-eight houre 
from @iow the Senate will vote upon the 
treaty of peace and neither the friends 
of the treaty nor its opponents can show 
votes by which they expect to succeed. 
There are eight men who have not said 
how they will vote, nor are they likely 
to say how they will vote until they 
eay “yea’’ or “may” to the roll call Mon- 
day afternoon. A careful canvass of 
the Senate today revealed the following 
situation:

According to this canvass the freaty 
must gain six votes to win, while the 
opposition need only two to defeat it. 
Notwithstanding this handicap, the 
chances for the treaty meking its gain 
are certainly equal to the chances of the 
opposition gaining the necessary two 
votes. 

If this treaty fails, the man as much 
responsible as anyone else, will be Sen- 
ator Wolcott of Colorado, who in © 
speech today assailed the opposition, 
and charged them with playing for po- 
litical advantage at the expense of their 
country. This may be true, but it wags 
bad politics. Senator Wolcott shook 
his fist at Senator Gorman, while mak. 
ing his speech, and intensified Mr. Gor- 
man’s opposition by making the Mary- 
land gentleman exceedingly mad. Sen- 
ator Allen also took umbrage at the 
speech and announced that while he 
vas thinking of voting for the treaty, 
he certainly would vote against it afteg 
Wolcott's speech. 

Senators Heitfeld, Kenny and Me- 
Enery may go one way or another, no. 
body knows. Senator Mason is in hot 
water, but more likely to vote for the 
treaty than against it. Senator Hale 
will not vote for the treaty, but may 
compromise by not voting at all. Bacon 
and Jones are claimed on both sides. 

Senator Gorman is impelled to oppose 
the treaty solely for political reasons, 
chief among which is fhe plan to place 
himself at the head of the next na- 
tional Democratic ticket to supplant 
‘Bryan. 

Senator Allen's alleged conversion to 
the ranks of the treaty’s opponents to. 
day is something of a victory for Gor- 
man, as Allen is a Bryan man through. 
out, and as a Bryan man was inclined 
to vote for the treaty and fight ex- 
pansion afterward. 

PAY FOR. THE.PHILIPPINES., 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Republican leaders in 
the House have decided not to appro. 
priate $20,000,000 to pay Spain if the 
peace treaty fails. The leaders have 
been having a peck of trouble over thig 
point, and some of them contended that 
Congress ought to go ahead and make 
the appropriation, even if the treaty 
failed this session, so when the treaty 
is ratified at the extra session, the 
money to pay Spain would be at the 
hand of the President. This course has 
‘finally been abandoned as setting an 
exceedingly bad - precedent. If the 
treaty is ratified Monday, then the item 
for the $20,000,000 will be added to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill, which 
is now being held in committee waiting 
the fate of the treaty. If the treaty 
fails, the President will be obliged te 
call an extra session of both houses 
of Congress in order to get this appro- 
priation,

NORMAL SCHOOL BILL. 


Lively Fight Over, Arnerich’s Bill. 
State LAbrary. 
[BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIVES.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 4.—[([Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There was a lively fight in 
the Assembly today over Arnerich’s 
Assembly bill, No. 245, relating to nor- 
mal schools, which Caminetti charac- 
terized as a “breaking up of the whole 
normal system.’’ The bill is said to be 
in the interest of Jim Rea, the Santa 
Clara boss, and to have for its ulti- 
mate object the reinstatement in the 
San José Normel School of Prof. C. W. 
Childs, who was principal two years 
ago, but was ousted by Gov. Budd, who 
worked a bil] through the Legislature 
placing the power of appointing teach- 
ers in the hands of boards of trustees 
instead of the principals. Arnerich’s 
bill provides for the appointment by 
the Governor of a board of five trus- 
tees for each normal school in the State, 
and would have the effect of legislat- 
ing out of office all the present trus- 
tees. Numerous committee amend- 
ments had been prepared, but when 
the bill came up today with small at- 
tendance in the House, it was an easy 
matter for Arnerich to defeat the first 
and principal amendment, according to 
his point of view, giving a board of 
trustees to each school at San José, 
Los Angeles and Chico. 

Caminetti, speaking to the amend- 
ment, said Arnerich’s bill would make 
the schools a football of.-politics. He 
moved to postpone consideration until 
Monday, but the motion was lost. Ca- 
minetti declared it unfair to Pierce 
and Conrey, the latter of whom is a 
trustee of the Los “Angeles Normal 
Echool, and who was absent in San 
Francisco, to discuss these bills in their 
absence. The two were members of the 
subcommittee which prepared the 
amendments, and they desired to be 
heard. The chairman sustained John- 
son’s contention that Caminetti’s mo- 
tion wes a dilatory one, and Johnson 
moved the previous question, despite 
the fact that a second amendment was 
pending to place the nominations of 
teachers in the hands of principals, 
the teachers to be subject to removal 
only on the principal’s recommenda- 
tion, confirmed by a two-thirds vote 
of the members of the local board pres- 
ent and voting. 

Johnson's efforts to choke off debate 
aroused the opponents of the bill, and 
he was defeated, by 27 to 18, and Val- 
entine’s motion to make the bill a spe- 
cial order for Monday afternoon was 
adopted. There will undoubtedly be a 
hard fight at that time. 

Brown's A. B. 308, relating to the 
State Library, providing for the ap- 
pointment of trustees by the Governor 
instead of their election by the Legisla- 
ture, was another proposition attacked 
by Caminetti, in which he had the sup- 
port of some Republicans. He said he 
desired to prepare an amendment pro- 
viding that all moneys received by the 
State library be turned into the State 
treasury, only to be drawn out in ac- 
cordance with law. Valentine announced 
that he had a general bill for all State 
boards, commissions, etc., 
moneys into the treasury, 
inetti had the library bill put over as he 
desired to amend that particularly. 

In the Senate, Braunhart’s S. B. 72, re- 
quiring fenders and brakes on all street 
cars, came up on third reading for final 
passage. The vute, on a call of the 
House etood: . Yeas, 18; nays, 14. The 
bill thus falled.te pass, for lack of a 
majority. Braunhart gave notice of re- 
consideration and says he is confident 
the bill will pass next time. 

Shortridge introduced a bill in rela- 
tion to newspaper libels. It provides

Peter W. Neu, San Pedro Contractor, the Victim 
Ol a Lerrible Accident, 


Several of Los Angeles’ Best-known Citizens Injured in  the| 


Wrecking of a Coach While on a Tour of the City. 


BIOGRAPHY OF THE ONE WHOSE LIFE WAS SACRIFICED. 


Capt. William Banning Took a Party of Friends for a Drive About the 
City in His: Six-horse Coach—Kingboit Broke and the Inmates Were 
Violently Thrown Against an Electric-light Pole—Peter W. Neu Was 
Instantly Killed, Waiter L. Vail Suffered a Fracture of the Bones of a 
Leg—Capt. Banning, J. S. Anunsen and Joseph Schoder Were Badly 


Bruised—The Accident May Result in Some Delay in Work on San 
Pedro Harbor. | 


A pleasure ride ended in a shocking 
tragedy about dusk last night at the 
corner of Grand avenue and Washing- 
ton street, which resulted in the death 
of Peter W. Neu of the firm of Held- 
maier & Neu of Chicago, who received 
the contract for building the breakwa- 
ter at San Pedro Harbor, and the bruis- 
ing and mangling of several others. One 
moment a party of merry friends, in the 
prime of life and health, the next mo- 
ment one of them a lifeless corpse, an- 
other with a broken leg and the bal- 
ance bruised and bleeding. 

The party was out for a jaunt around 
town at the invitation of Capt. William. 
Banning, in his six-horse coach, and 
the captain was handling the reins. The 
party consisted of Capt. Banning, Peter 
W. Neu, J. S. Anunsen, superintenijent 
of construction on the San Pedro Har. 
bor work; Joseph Schoder of the 
Union Hardware and Metal Company of 
this city, and Walter L. Vail, a promi- 
nent of Arizona. 

The party left Capt. Banning’s sta- 
bles at No. 838 North Main street, at 
4:15 o’clock p.m. and drove around the 
city. When the accident occurred they 
were going east on Washington street, 
and were but a short distance past 
Grand avenue, when they concluded to 
return to the city. To accomplish this 
it was necessary to turn completely 
around on Washington street, and this 
Capt. Banning endeavored to do. He 
succeeded in getting the horses com- 
pletely around, and had gathered up the 
reins for a final start homeward when 
the accident occurred. They turned to 
the right, and with an ordinary team 
it would be necessary to come nearly 
the width of the street, but in this in- 
stance the space was not sufficient for 
the six horses and cumbersome coach, 
and the turn was just made when the 
left wheels went over the edge of the 
embankment and quickly began to slip 
downward. Almost in an instant the 
kingbolt, the pin connecting the front 
whec's with the coach, pulled out, the 
body tipped over and the whole party 

instantly precipitated to the 
ground. 

Just.at this point, and on.the south 
side of Washington street, there is lo- 
,cated an electric-light post, and to- 

ard this the coach toppled. W. L. 
Vail struck the ground directly at the 
foot of this post, part of the coach 
striking and pinning his right leg.. 


CAPT. BANNING’S STATEMENT. 


It was difficult to catch Capt. Ban- 
ning after the accident last night, as 
he was busily engaged seeking out Mr. 
Neu’s relatives and friends and sending 
them telegrams regardless of his own 
painful, though not serious, injuries. 
He was finally caught by telephone at 
the residence of Joseph Banning oh 
Westlake avenue, and made the follow- 
ing statement to a Times reporter: 

“We left town about 4:15,” Capt. Ban- 
ning said, “with the intention of driv- 
ing around the city. Shortly before 
dark we had just crossed Grand ave- 
nue while driving east on Washington 
street, and some one suggested that 
we return to the city. The road is 
graded Very high at this ‘point, consid- 


Schoder, were sent to their homes in 
carriages. 

When the patrol wagon arrived at the 
California Hospital, it was ascertained 
that life was extinct in Mr. 
Neu’s body, and it was removed to 
Howry’s undertaking parlors, where 
several physicians examined the re- 
mains. Dr. Wernigk expressed it as his 
opinion that death was due to heart 
failure caused by the sudden shock, or 
to the bursting of an internal blood 
vessel, as there were no fractures dis- 
covered, simply a few superficial 
scratches. Mr. Neu was a heavy man, 
weighing probably 240 pounds. Under- 


taker Howry has embalmed the _re- 
mains. 


_MR. ANUNSEN’S STATEMENT. 

J. S. Anunsen was seen last night, 
and asked for his account of the acci- 
dent. He was in considerable pain, his 
leg having been badly bruised in the 
re but in response to inquiries, he 
said: 

“In the afternoon four of us started 
from Capt. Banning’s yard for a ride 
about town. We first went sduth to 
the Van Nuys, and then out to the 
horse show. Here Mr. Vail joined the 
‘party, and we then started for a drive 
about the southwestern suburbs. We 
eventually went to Agricultural Park, 
and after spending a short time at the 
race track, started to return to town. 
When we were about half-way back 
Mr. Vail told Capt. Bann:ng that he had 
a stallion at the race track that he 
wished to enter in the horse show that 
evening, and that he had forgotten to 
complete the arrangements. Capt. 
Banning replied that they would drive 
back, and started to turn around, the 
horses being brought to a walk. The 
next we-Knew the carriage gently 
swayed far to one side and instead of 
righting in a moment as we expected, 
tipped entirely over. I fell into the 
gutter beneath Mr. Neu, and between 
him and a telephone post that stood on 
the sidewalk opposite where the coach 
tipped over. 

Mr. Neu, who weighed about 240 
pounds, fell on my right leg, jamming 
the flesh apd forcing the blood from 
the limb in several places. _I did’ not 
see any one for a moment, but did my 
best to get Mr. Neu, who appeared to 
be badly nijured,; out from his position 
in the gutter. To do this I had to get 

r. Neu upon his feet and raise him 
slightly from the ground, edging him 
through between the seat of the taliy- 
ho and the post. Mr. Neu was con- 
scious at the time, and _ said io me, 
looking me in the face, ‘Jack, get me 
out of this.’ These were the last words 
he ever spoke. He was taken in an 
ambulance to the Southern California 
Hospital on Hope street, but medical 
assistance proved of no avail, as he was 
already dead. 

“Not five minutes before the acci- 
dent happened Mr. Schoder remarked 
to Mr. Vail that the street-car tracks 
made driving in the city dangerous. 
Mr. Vail replied that he ne2d not be 
afraid, the coach they were in would 
never tip over. Mr. Schoder replied 
that he had been fn an accident of the 
kind once before and barely escaped 
with his life. In two or three minutes 
after that the coah was on its side in 
the street, with Mr. Neu killed and all

Mr. Anunsen had his injuries attended 
to at the hospital by Dr. Wernigk, and 
when seen last night at the Rosslyn 
was resting as comfortably as his ac- 
cident would permit. He said he could 
not yet fully realize what had hap- 
pened, the shock had been 30 sudden. 

P. W. Neu first came to California 
about a year ago to look over the 
ground with reference to the improve- 
ment of San Pedro Harbor, and the 
Mr. Neu 
returned to Chicago, but after the bid 
of his company Wad been accepted by 
the government he made another trip 
to the Coast. going to Portland, San 
Francisco and other northern cities, ar- 
riving in Los Angeles about September 
. 1898. After remaining a while in 
Southern California, inspecting the 
harbor site and the stone quarries, he 
returned to Chicago and was not seen 
in. Los Angeles again until January 14 
last. A few days ago he made a trip 
to San Francisco, returning last Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Neu was a contractor of the firm 
of Heldmaier & Neu of Chicago. He 
had*been in the business for about 
thirty years, having begun as a fore- 
man for the senior. partner. The firm 
has been very active, doing a great deal 
of stone work, and is at present en- 
gaged on a large contract for the drain- 
age canal, whichis to run from Chicego 
to Joliet. The firm owns nearly all the 
red .sandstone on the shores of Lake 
Superior, and controls this product as 
far west as Spokane. 

Mr. Neu was about 56 years of age, 
and leaves a widow and a son 17 years 
of age to mourn his loss. 

J. S. Anunsen, the superintendent, 
who is on the reround here, sys that 
the death of Mr. Neu will not affect the 
work on the harbor, but that the con- 
tract will be pushed right ahead. Shafts 
andtunnels are being put in on the 
northwest end of San Clemente, and a 
telegram has..been received that ihe 
lumber required for the work here has 
started from Seattle, Wash. This, Mr. 
Anunsen says, will enable them if 
nothing unforeseen happens, to begin 
active work at San Pedro Harhor by 
May 1. 
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VICTIM’S LIFE. 


Brief Biographical Sketch of the 
Deceased Contractor, 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Peter W. Neu was one of the 
best known stone contractors in Chi- 
cago, and during the last ten years had 
handled some of the largest contracts 
let in the western part of the country. 

Mr. Neu was born in Germany . fifty- 
two years ago, and came to America 
when he was 20 years old. He followed 
Various pursuits in Cleveland and 
other Ohio cities for a short time and 
then came to Chicago. Here he turned 
his attention to stone contracting, and 
about sixteen years ago he became af- 
filiated with Henry Furst, the firm be- 
ing known as Furst & Neu. 

During this business association he 
gave his attention entirely to handling 
brown ‘stone, and the firm controlled 
all the stone of that kind that came 
into Chicago. During the ten years he 
and Furst were together Neu became 
well-known throughout Illinois and sur- 
rounding States. 

When the contracts for work-on‘the 
drainage canal were being let, Neu 
associated himself with Ernest Held- 
maier, under the firm name of Held- 
maier & Neu, and secured one of the 
contracts for stone work on the great 
canal’ enterprise. This task. occupied 
the firm for six years, but during that 
time they managed several other big 
contracts. 

Neu left Chicago for Los Angeles 
early in January. The firm had secured 
the contract for building San Pedro 
Harbor, for which they were to receive 
$1,500,000, and Heldmaier, after arrang- 
ing the preliminaries of the work, re- 
turned to Chicago, and Neu went West 
to arrange for carrying stone to the site 
of the harbor. 

Neu was married nineteen years 
ago to Miss Anna Lutz of Cleveland, 
O., and has a. son Clarence, who is at- 
tending Armour Institute.

Arguments on Sewer Bonds—Real 
Estate Situation Encouraging. 
LONG BEACH, Feb. 4.—{Regular 
Correspondence.} - Interest in the bond 
issues of $25,000 for a sewer system and 
$4000 for fire apparatus, which will be 
voted on in about a month, seems to 
be increasing, and popular opinion here 
seems to be turning in their favor. It 
is not anticipated, however, that they 
will,carry by as large majorities as the 
City Hall, public bath-house and park 
improvement bonds voted three weeks 
ago. It is argued against the sewer 
bonds that the time is not ripe for the 
building of a sewer system here, and 
that it is not advisable at present to 
build a drainage system, as proposed, 
big enough to accommodate many 

times the city’s present population. 

In favor of the bonds it is urged 
that, if they be not voted, Santa Mon- 
ica will be pretty sure to take advan- 
tage of the fact and urge the superior 
healthfulness of itself as a summer re- 
sort, provided with a modern sewer 
system. It is also argued that the 
building of trunk sewers large enough 
to accommodate several times the 
city’s present population will cost com- 
paratively little more than to build 
them only large enough for the city’s 
immediate needs. ;

MEXICAN-CHINESE TREATY 
BRING STEAMERS, 


MAY 


Ho Yow’s Efforts to Establish Com- 
munication Between Mexico and 
China—Chinese Ready to Move 
into Mexico—How a Philadelphia 
Sailor Deserted—Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Great interest is mani- 
fested here in the report that China 
and Mexico are about to conclude a 
new treaty that will result in a big 
influx of Chinese into Mexico. Hon. Ho 
Yow, Chinese Consul General at San 
Francisco, was here some days ago in- 
vestigating the condition of his coun- 
trymen, and ascertaining from leading 
men of his race whether there were 
enough laborers here to make it worth 
while to send a steamer for them to be 
transported into Mexico. While the 
Chinese are somewhat reticent about 
this, as well as all other matters, 
enough has been learned to indicate 
that the negotiations may have an im- 
portant bearing in the establishment of 
a new Mexican steamship line. 

“The exclusion of Chinese from the 


United States,” said a recently returned* 


traveler from China and Japan, “‘has 
resulted in the intense desire of Chi- 
nese to give the United States the go- 
by entirely. They are not anxious to 
come here now, if they can find any 
other country offering equal induce- 
ments for making money. Mexico is 
such a field, and the Chinese are 
straining every nerve to win the confi- 
dence of the Mexican government so 
as to conclude a treaty. 

“The death of Don Matias Romero, 
Mexican Minister to Washington, de- 
layed and perhaps killed a treaty that 
was in process of negotiation between 
him and the Chinese Minister. But 
this work is to be taken up again, and 
Ho Yow has been ordered here and to 
Los Angeles to report on the local sit- 
uation. He will make a visit to Lower 
California, and possibly Mazatlan, be- 
fore long, to look into the port facil- 
ities. Ail this looks forward to the 
establishment of direct connection be- 
tween Mexico and China. This com- 
munication will beyond doubt be 
through the California and Oriental 
steamers from San Diego. If China 
and Mexigo agree to subsidize a Mex- 
ican coast line connecting with these 
transpacific steamers, the thing is done, 
and the steamers will speedily follow. 
* “In the mean time, I have it on good 
authority that the California and 
Ortental people are trying to get a con- 
cession for running steamers along the 
Mexican coast, independent, for the 
time being, of the treaty. There is 
business to be done, aside from the im- 


portation of Chinese and the expora- 


tion of Mexican silver..”’ 

President A. H. Butler of the Cali- 
fornia and Oriental line, when asked 
as to the above statements, admitted 
that the California and Oriental was 
very anxious to secure direct communi- 
cation with Mexico, and was ready to 
do its share in aiding a steamship line. 
He hinted, however, that his company 
would not put on its own steamers, pre- 
ferring to enter into a contract with 
some Coast company already having 
steamers suitable for the trade.

RAILWAY RUMBLINGS. 


Sensational Circular Issued by the 
President of the Alton, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—T. B. Blackstone, 
president of the Chicago and Alton 
road, issued a circular letter to the 
stockholders today, which is expected 
to create a sensation in railroad and 
financial circles. The circular will ac- 
company that sent out by J. J. Mitch- 
ell, submitting to the vote of stockhold. 
ers the proposition to sell the roed to 
a syndicate at $175 a share for the 
common, and $200 for preferred stock. 
While no positive advice 1s tendered 
the stockholders in Mr. Blackstone’s 
circular, no one can read it without 
being convinced that the writer is bit- 
terly opposed to the adoption of the 
proposition. From the beginning, the 
negotiations, it is said, have heen car- 
ried on in opposition to Mr. Biack- 
stone’s view and wishes. it was Mr. 
Blackstone’s veto that prevented the 
sale of the Chicago and Alton to the 
Kansas City, Pittsburgh and Gulf 1o0ad. 
The present proposition may te more 
favorable from several points of view, 
but it apparently still falls short of 
being what, in Mr. Blackstone's opin- 
ion, would be fair to all the stockhold- 

ers of the Chicago and Alton. 

In the circular issued today. Mr. 
Blackstone points out that the road has 
been throughout the whole per.od of 
business depression paying 7 per cent. 
dividends, and that the earnings at the 
present time would justify the direc- 
tors in paying 8 per cent., but Jue con- 
sideration for the physical condition of 
the road has led them to the policv 
of reserving amounts for its improve- 
ment. The @ircular further deals with 
the fact that the bond issue of the road 
will mature in less than three years, 
and can be refunded for less than one.- 
half the present rate of interest, stand- 
ing offers having been received for the 
full amount required to carry through 
this plan. When that has been Cone, 
there will not only be a reasonable 
probability but a certainty that the 
property, if managed as it has been, 
will then be able to pay stockholders 
15 per cent. on their holdings. 


BOONE’S BLACK DIAMOND.

RECEIVER GIBSON’S REPORT. 


THE LATEST PHASE OF THE KOLM 
MATTER UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Conflict of Facts in the Joe Hunter 
Trial—Supervisors to Try to Com- 
pel Ramon Valenzuela to Sup- 
port His Daughter. 


The official reports of the smallpox 
situation yesterday show that six 
new cases were discovered, all of them 
late in the afternoon. The cases are in 
such places as can be easily quaran- 
tined, and all persons who are known 
to have been in contact with the ‘dis- 
ease are to be vaccinated at once. All 
the patients will be sent to the pest- 
house as soon as possible. 

The free vaccination stations au. 
thorized by the Board of Health were 
opened yesterday and hundreds of citi- 
zens were vaccinated. The stattons will 
remain open today and throughout the 
week between the hours of 9 a.m. and 
5 p.m. 

The order of the Board of Health to 
the Board of Education that the chil- 
dren in a portion of the Seventh Ward 
be excluded from the public schools is 
to be put in force at once. The chil- 
dren in the district will not be allowed 
to attend school until the Board of 
Health pronounces it safe for them to 
do so. 

The testimony adduced by the prose- 
cution in the Hunter trial yesterday 
while in no way sensational in the bare 
statement of the facts, tended to an 
absolute contradiction of the defendant 
himself. He stated at his preliminary 
examination, and he can hardly recede 
from that statement, that he was so 
drunk on the night of the murder that 
he remembered nothing of the incidents 


‘of that night, and did not get up till 


about 9 o’clock next day. Witnsesses 
yesterday testified to seeing Joe Hunter 
out between 6 and 7 o’clock in the 
morning. Also that he made declara- 
tions at various times scarcely consist- 
ent with an innocent acquaintance with 
the facts of the murder. 

Judge Shaw yesterday gave judgment 
for the plaintiff in the nauseous divorce 
suit of Lindsay against Lindsay, where. 
in the husband unsuccessfully prose- 
cuted a shameful suit against his wife. 
Mrs. Lindsay got her decree on the 
ground of extreme cruelty, and was 
awarded the custody of the children. 

Frank A. Gibson, receiver of the Los 
Angeles Water Company, yester 
filed his report for the month of ‘Jan- 
uary showing the status of the com- 
pany at the first of the month. 

The citation in the Kolm insolvency 
matter came up before Judge Trask 
yesterday. and after being argued, was 
taken under advisement, the respond- 


ent being allowed to file a supplemen- 
tal answer.

MORE NEW CASES, 


A&A NUMBER DISCOVERED IN EX- 
PECTED PLACES YESTERDAY.

Free Vaccination Stations Opened 
and Largely Patronized—Board 
of Education Acts at Last. 


Until late yesterday afternoon it was 
thought by the health authorities that 
there had been a marked, improvement 
in the smallpox condition in this city. 
There had been an unusually large 
number of suspected cases reported, 
but the investigation of them showed 
that there was no ground for suspi- 
cion and that they were not smallpox. 
Later, however, from among the last 
of the suspected cases to be reported, 
it was discovered that there were six 
new cases in the city. The discovery 
was made so on that it was impossible 
to have all of the afflicted persons re- 
moved last night to the pesthouse, and 
some of them will be taken out today. 

The most serious case is that which 
was discovered on Eleventh street just 
east of San Pedro, the victim being 
a woman of about thirty years. That 
she would have the disease had not 
been suspected at first, for she has been 
ill for some time. What makes this 
case sO much more serious than the 
ones that have been heretofore re- 
ported is that the patient was visited 
during the past few days by a number 
of neighbors, who, of course, never 
suspected what the nature of her ail- 
ment was. The house has been strictly 
quarantined, and every precaution will 
be taken to prevent a spread of the 
disease among her friends. 

A case developed at No, 918 Maple 
avenue, but this case is considered a 
very mild attack of the disease. 

Another case is at No. 750 Maple ave- 
nue, and still another at No. 940 East 
Twenty-fourth street. This latter is 
also considered serious in that a Wtim- 
ber of other persons have been ex- 
posed to it. 

Two cases developed in a family re- 
siding at Thirty-ninth and Main streets, 
These were expected, as the family has 
been under quarantine for more than 
two weeks, They were exposed to some 
of the cases which occurred on Thirty- 
ninth street nearly three weeks age, 
the patients in all of which are recov- 
ering. 

Three suspected cases are being 
closely watched, it being impossible to 
determine last night whether they had 
smallpox or not. All of the patients who 
are known to be afflicted with the dis- 
ease will be taken to the pesthouse as 
soon as possible, accommodations hav- 
ing been made for more than twice as 
many persons as have been sent there. 
The patients are made as comfortable, 
or more so, than they would be at home, 
They are quartered in new tents which 
have been floored, and in each tent is 
a large stove. Hospital beds have been 
provided for each tent, and also a plen- 
tiful supply of bedding. 
who made all of these improvements at 
the pesthouse, did so with a view to 
making it a place to which any person

HUNDREDS VACCINATED. 

The four free vaccination § stations 
authorized by the Board of Health were 
opened yesterday, arid during the day 
several hundred people of all classes 
end ages were vaccinated. The loca- 
tions of the stations are ae follows: 

Third and Hewitt streets, in the 
church at that corner. 

Seventh and San Pedro streets. 

Eleventh and Maple avenue. 

In the City Hall lot. 

All of the stations except that at the 
church consist of tents. A plentiful 
supply of pure virus has been fur- 
nished each of these stations and each 
place is in charge of a competent phy- 
sician. No charge whatever will be 
made for the vaccinations, the phy- 
sicians not being authorized to collect 
fees even from those who are willing 
to pay for the service. Health Officer 
Powers said last night that the neces- 
sity for a general vaccination of all 
citizens was now more necessary than 
ever before and for the purpose of giv- 
ing all an opportunity to take this pre- 
caution the stations will he kept open 
today and throughout the week between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


BOARD OF HEALTH MEETS. 


For the purpose of again urging upon 
the Board of Education the necessity 
for taking immediate action to exclude 
from the schools the children in the dis- 
trict bounded by Fifth, Maple 
and Eighth streets, the Board of Health 
held another special session yesterday 
at noon. President Davis and Mr. 
Washburn.of the Board of Education 
appeared before the board and stated 
that the board was of the opinion that 
they could not legally take the action 
that had been recommended by the 
Board of Health. The City Attorney 
was consulted and in response to a re- 
quest from the Board of Education. he 
gave them the following opinion as t& 
their powers: 

“In response to your request for an 
opinion of even date herewith, I wish 
to say that the Board of Education has 
no power to establish a quarantine, 
but such power is vested in the Roard 
of Health. Section 37 of the Political 
Code, in paragraph 2 thereof, provides 
that the State has the following rights 
over persons within its limits to be 
exercised in the cases and in the man- 
ner provided by law, ‘to imprison or 
confine for the protection of the pub- 
lic peace or heaith, or of individual 
life or safety.’ ‘This power the State 
can by special enactment delegate to 
a municipality and to municipal of- 
cers. Section 4408 of the Political Code 
in defining the powers of the common 
councils of municipalities, in paragraph 
18, provides that the common council 
has power to ‘establish a board of 
health to prevent the introduction and 
spreading of diseases, or to obtain and 
adopt for the government of the city 
the quarantine or health regulations 
provided by this act for San Francisco 
or Sacramento.’ Section 8012 of the 
Political Code, in defining the powers 
of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco, provides, ‘The board of health 
have general suvervision of all matters 
appertaining to the sanitary condition 
of the city and county, including the 
city and county hospital, the county 
jail, almshouse, industrial school, and 
all public health institutions pro- 
vided by the city and county of San 
Francisco, and may adopt such orders 
and regulations and appoint or dis- 
charge such medical attendants and 
employés as to them seems best to 
promote the public welfare: and may 
appoint as many health inspectors as 
they deem necessary in time of epi- 
déimics.’ Settion 488 of the Charter of 
the City of Los Angeles, provides ‘the 
said board (board of health.) shall 
make such rules and regulations for 
the government of the quarantine or 
health of the city as from time to time 
it shall deem necessary, and the 
physicians or health officers in charge 
of anv quarantine stations or places 
shall have power to make and enforce 
such regulations, as may he necessary 
for the proper management and con- 
ducting thereof, and it shall be the 
duty of all persons in quarantine. and 
all agents, oflicers, or others employed 
by the citv about said quarantine sta- 
tions or places, to carry out and ohey 
the same.’ Tlinder the above authori- 
ties T am of opinion that the Board 
of Health can pass a regulation owre- 
scribing that all school children within 
the district mentioned by you, to wit: 
commencing at Fifth and Maple ave- 
nue. on Maple avenue to FBighth. on 
Eiehth to Helena. on Helena north to 
Seventh, on Seventh east to Gladys, on 
Gladvs back to Fifth, on Fifth to 
Maple avenue, including both sides of 
the boundary streets named, shall he 
excluded from the public schools of 
said citv of Los Angeles until the fur- 
ther order of said board, verether the 
said children are vaccinated or not. 
Upon such order being adopted by the 
Board of Health, it becomes the duty 
of the Board of FEducation to exclude 
such children from the public schools, 
and a resodution could be adopted hy 
said Board of Education in conformity 
with the order of the Board of Health.

It was at once seen from this opinion 
that the Board of Health had only to 
order the action they had first recom- 
mended and they at once decided to 
take that action. The motion of the 
night before which ehad been in the 
form of a recommendation was changed 
to an 6rder, and was at once adonted 
again. President Davis of the Roard of 
Education stated that that board was 
anxious to coéiperate with the health 
authorities in the matter. and that 
there was no doubt that the order of 
the Board of Health would be obeved. 

The Board of Health then hy_resolu- 
tion authorized the Mayor tG all 
necessary arrangements for handling 
the disease in any manner that he 
deemed advisable. 

Late in: the afternoon an tnformal 
meeting of the Board of Fducation was 
held. and the order of the Board of 
Health was tt owas decthtett 
that the children in the district men- 
tioned shall he excluded from all the 
schools. This order will go into effect 
tomorrow. 


A CITY LAND DEAL. 


Plan to Unite the City’s Realty in 
One Large Tract. 
Throughout the northern, northeast- 
ern and northwestern portions of the 
city there are scattered tracts of land 
of various sizes, all of which are city 
lands. These tracts are so cut up in 
places and so irregular in shape that 
they are of little use to any persons 
and little of it can be rented. Some 
time ago it was suggested that it 
might be advisable to make a land deal 
with some of the owners of property 
adjoining some of the city’s land so 
that the city’s property could be 
brought into larger tracts and stil! not 
injure the holdings of private individ- 
uals. Mr. Salano is the owner of .a 
number of tracts in the same shape 
and condition as that of some of the 
city’s property, and the plan is to make 
such trades of land as will result in 
the combination of tracts for both par. 
ties. This arrangement, if it can be 
made, will cost neither party anything,

HELD A SHORT SESSION, 


Board of Arbitrators 
Witness, 
The regular session of the board of 
arbitrators yesterday was not of long 
duration, only one witness, Superin- 
tendent Mullholland of the water com. 
pany, being examined. His examina- 
tion had been begun the day before, and 
had not been concluded. Yesterday he 
continued his statements as to the val- 
ues of pipe lines, and endeavored to find 
weak places in the estimate of values 
as prepared by the city’s corps of en- 
gineers. He endeavored to point out a 
number of inaccuracies in the city’s es- 
timate of values, and also tried to show 
that there had been a number of points 
that had not been included in the esti- 
mate. The most important of these 
was that while the city’s estimate 
showed the cost of laying mains, etc., 
it did not indicate what the cost of re. 
moving the surplus earth from the 
trenches after the mains had been laid 
would cost. At the conclusion of his 
testimony the board adjourned. 


Hear but One 


CONDITION OF THE FUNDS. 


Shown by the Trial Balance of the 
City Auditor. 

The weekly report of the City Audi- 
tor to the City Council, which was 
completed yesterday, shows a slight 
decrease in the amount of cash held as 
cash balance by the City Treasurer. 
Most of the standing funds have good- 
sized balances to their credits, but 
some of them show deficits resulting 
from the unusually heavy drain upon 
them during the past week. The cash 
fund shows a deficit of $4884.54, and 
the fire department fund a. deficit of 
$1670.85. The balances to the credit of 
the other funds are as follows: Salary, 
$11,020.13; library, $3334.49: common 
schools, $24,094.57: new water, $107.54; 
general parks, $1238.42: Elysian Park, 
$672.14; Westlake Park, 2003.24; Echo 
Park, $755.95: park nursery, $371.44; 
street lighting, $6951.20: street sprin- 
kling, $2212.59. The net cash balance 


in the hands of the City Treasurer is 
$480,615.41 


MADE TWO APPOINTMENTS. 


Two Assistant Librarians Chosen by 
the Board of Trustees. 

For some time the positions of first 
and second assistant librarians at the 
Public library have been vacant, and 
not long ago there was some discussion 
as to whether these positions come 
within the civil-service rules of that 
department. Yesterday at the regular 
session of the board of library trustees 
it was decided to fill the vacancies. 
The board accordingly elected Miss 
Celia Bleason first assistant librarian 
and Miss Mary Jones as second assist- 
ant. The appointments will take effect 
at once. 

Miss Gleason has been one of the 
most valuable employés of the library 
that the city has had in years. She is 
a graduate of the Albany training 
school, and for several years held the 
position of librarian of the State Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. Miss Jones has 
also had much experience in library 
affairs. 


Her Petition Denied. 

The Board. of Public Works held a 
short session yesterday morning for the 
purpose of considering the petitiqn of 
Amelia Humphreys. which had been 
referred to that body at the last ses- 
sion of the City Council. In the peti- 
tion it is asserted that the property 
of the petitioner is included in the 
assesssment district for the opening 
and extending of that portion of Bur- 
lington avenue between Sixth and 
Maryland streets. She also asserts 
that the property mentioned is nct on 
the street to be so improved, and, 
therefore,: she thinks it should not be 
included in the district of assessment. 
After hearing the matter at some length 
the Board of Public Works decided to 
recommend to the City Council that 
the petition be denied. 


Wateance ‘Complained of. 

The people residing on Towne avenue 
between Fourth and Fifth streets have 
petitioned the City Council to cause 
the removal of an old corrugated iron 
blacksmith shop on that street, and an 
outhouse, both of which are near the 
sidewalk. Thev assert that the places 
are nuisances, and that they spoil the 
appearance of the entire neighborhood. 


The immediate granting of the petition 
is desired. 


Wants a Rebate. 

Alberta R. Bryan has petitioned the 
City Council for a rebate of $5.20, al- 
leged to be paid as taxes. She states in 
her petition that the amount represents 
the taxes paid on property that was 
irregularly assessed, improvements to 
the property having been listed on the 
assessment when the property is unim- 
proved. 


Petition for Improvement, 


Mary T. Ellis, who owns all the 
property fronting on what will be Park 
Grove avenue between Twenty-third 
street and St. James Park, when that 
avenue its opened, has petitioned the 
City Council for permission to have 
the street improved throughout its en- 
tire length there at private expense, 
according to the. specifications for 
street improvements. The proceedings 
to open this portion of the street have 
been completed, and all that remains 
is to actually open the thoroughfare by 
the removal of such obstructions as 
may exist. There was no contest of the 
opening. 


Fencing an Alley. 

A firm doing business on the west 
side of Broadway between Sixth and 
Seventh sent a communication to the 
city’ Council yesterday calling atten- 
tion to the alleged fact that some per- 


sons were constructing a fence across 
‘the alley in that block. The firm de- 


manded that the Council order the re- 
moval of the obstruction, as it inter- 
fered with travel through the alley.

A GUILTY KNOWLEDGE. 


INCRIMINATING DECLARATIONS AT- 
TRIBUTED TO JOE HUNTER, 


Supposea@ to Be Sleeping Off a 
Drunken Debauch, Witnesses 
Say They Met Him Out Early the 
Morning After the Murder, 


The testimony put in by the prosecu- 
tion yesterday, in the trial of Joe 
Hunter for the murder of Wong Sing 
Hay, on May 31 last, was important in 
several ways, although nothing start- 
lingly sensational was developed. 

Joe Hunter is himself on record as 
having testified that on the evening 
and night of the murder he was s09 
drunk that his memory was an absolute 
blank as to what transpired, and that 
next morning he was not up and about 
till about 9 o'clock.’ Yesterday two wit- 
nesses testified to meeting and talking 
to him long before that hour. J. ®au- 
erline stated poSitively that he met 
him between 6 and 7 o'clock, and at 
that early hour the defendant showed 
siens of having been drinking. R. G. 
Doyle, too, while driving to the city 
also stated that he met Joe Hunter and 
talked with him. From some of the 
statements made by Mr. Doyle, how- 
ever, it might possibly be inferred that 
he was mistaken as to the date were 
it not that he stated that he had just 
left Sam Hunter’s, and had seen the 
Chinaman’'s wagon. That wagon was 
returned to the laundry on Wednesday 
and, so far, that determines the date. 

Mr. Clement, who was under sheriff 
during the last administration, —re- 
peated his testimony much as at Clark's 
trial, but was pretty sure that it was 
Hunter’s voice he heard speaking over 
the telephone, when the murder of.the 
Chinaman wag first reported to the 
Sheriff's office. He conceded that he 


might be mistakerm but he scarcely 
thought he was. 


The story told by Uriah Thomas to’ 


the effect that he had seen, while driv. 
ing with Mr. Borthick and his son, 
Marion, past the Hunter place on May 
31, a man putting something into a 
wagon, and a little later saw the same 
man dragging a man’s body out of 
the wagon, was exploded yesterday. 
By the contour of the ground, as shown 
on the map, made from a survey con- 
ceded to be. correct by counsel on both 
sides, it was impossible for Mr. Thomas 
to have seen what hé alleged he did see 
with the Chinaman’'s wagon at the point 
stated by him. Mr. Borthick and Ma. 
rion Thomas both went on the stand 
vesterday, however, and stated that 
they had seen nothing, nor had they 
heard Mr. Thomas remark about the 
matter until after he had read in the 
paper of the Chinaman’'s disappearance, 

As indicating the defendant’s guilty 
knowledge of the crime that had been 
committed, several witnesses testified 
to declarations having been made by 
Joe Hunter to the effect that 
naman had skipped the country with 
the company's funds,”” and that the 
Chinaman had over $1000 on him when 
he was at his place.” These are only 
incidents that receive their importance 
by being taken in connection with the 
other facts that go to forge and make 
the long chain of incriminating evi- 
dence. 

On the other hand, Martin Aguirre 
showed an absolute alibi for the de- 
fendant on Wednesday night. Harry 
Clark stated that he rode on his stolen 
wheel out to the Hunter place, and 
met Joe Hunter and Cleghorn just be- 
low the fork of the San Fernando and 
Verdugo road& about midnight on 
Wednesday. He wanted the money, he 
said, Hunter had yromised to. get 
from his uncle to enable him to escape 
to San Francisco. Aguirre stated posi- 
tively that he was with Joe Hunter all 
of that night in Hunter’s house: that 
Clerhorn kept watch at the fork of the 
roads, and that when some one rode 
past on a bicycle about 3 o'clock in the 
morning Clechorn took a shot at him 
—at least Aguirre said he heard the 
shot, and Cleghorn shortly afterward 
renvorted that that was whv he fired it.

Miss Letitia Allec being recalled for 
further cross-examination, was ques- 
tioned closely regarding the conversa- 
tion she had with Harry Clark, when 
she left the room at Joe Hunter's house 
on the night of the murder.

THE KOLM IMBROGLIO, 


The Citation Argued and Taken Un- 
der Advisement, 

‘The cit&tion in the Kolm insolvency 
proceeding came up before Judge 
Trask yesterday. The legal windings 
of this most curious case have been 
somewhat: hard to follow, but have not 


the fact that in its initial stage it 
was a mere case of Insolvency. 

When Kolm Bros., grocers, were 
made insolvent by several of their cred- 
itors, Gregory Perkins, Jr., the assignee, 
became posséssed of a mortgage be- 
longing to a third brother, named Her- 
man Kolm. To follow the case only so 
far as it leads up to the present cita- 
tion, the next step taken was by Her- 
man Kolm, who denied being a partner 
in the grocery concern with his brother 
and sought to recover the money which 
the assignee had received upon fore- 
closing the mortgage. Judge Van Dyke 
held Herman Kolm’s contention to be 
good, and judgment was rendered in 
his favor. But the assignee refused to 
surrender the mortgage money, 
amounting to $817, and Kolm Bros.’ 
creditors at once assigned their claims 
to B. H. Dennis and he brought suit 
to recover the aggregate amount and 
attached the mortgage money in the 
hands of Gregory Perkins, Jr., the as- 
signee. 

Of course it was known to every- 
body that Gregory Perkins, Jr., was 
secretary of the Board of Trade, and 
that the prosecution of the Kolm Bros. 
in its entirety was and is being carried 
on by the Board of Trade in the or- 
dinary manner of insolvency proceed- 
ings; also that when the assignment 
was made to Dennis it was merely a 
means of taking the money in dispute 
from one pocket and putting it into the 
other, for Dennis is also an employé 
under Gregory Perkins, Jr. But Herman 
Kolm’s attorneys contended that when 
Judge Van Dyke found that their client 
was not a partner in the firm, right 
then the mortgage money was no longer 
in legal possession of Gregory Perkins, 
but was constructively in court, sub- 
ject to the demand of Herman Kohn. 
Thinking thus, a contempt proceeding 
was bérun and heard by Judge Shaw, 
who held that there was no rule or law 
to prohibit a man bringing a second 
suit on the heels of the first, if he so 
desired, and so Herman Kolm had to 
remain out of his money a _ while 
longer. 

A short time ago the suit of Den- 
nis vs. Kolm Bros., came to trial before 
Judge Allen and a jury, and resulted 
in a verdict for the defendant. The 
whole matter turned upon the responsi- 
bility of Herman Kolm as a partner, 
and the claim of his sister that in real- 
ity the much discussed mortgage had 
been assigned. to her and was her 
property. The jury found that brother 
Herman was not a partner, and that 
the claim of the sister was valid. That 
finding, of course, released the at- 
tachment on the money in Gregory 
Perkins’s hands, and it became again 
and for the second time payable to 
Herman Kolm, or, to be actually pre- 
cise, to his sister. But again the as- 
signee refused to make delivery, and 


then it was that Judge Trask issued the 


citation for the assignee to show cause. 
Yesterday the matter was argued in 
Department Four, upon which the 
court took it under advisement, the 
defendant being allowed to file a sup- 
plemental answer.

A HARD CASE. 
A Wealthy Father Refuses Aid to 
His Destitaute Daughter. 

Old man Ramon Valenzuela persists 
in refusing to assist in the aid of his 
destitute daughter, Mrs. Ybarra, who 
resides in East Los Angeles, despite 
the solicitations of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, and the entreaties of Secre- 
tary Stuart of the Associated Charities. 

Some time ago the matter was 
brought under the notice of the Super- 
visors, and it then appeared that Val- 
enzuela has property in the city valued 
at from $18,000 to $20,000, and quite un- 
encumbered, save for the small sum of 


$350. The old man did not answer the 
invitation to appear before the Board 
of Supervisors save through his son. 
He represented that his father had as- 
sisted his daughter, but he would not 
pledge himself that it went to the ex- 
tent of-giving her $5, or the value of so 
much money. It having developed that 
Mrs. Ybarra’s husband is in the coun- 
try, trying to find work, that she has 
injured her hand and is incapacitated 
from struggling any longer to support 
her family and that meantime the 
family is quite destitute, the board is 
determined to bring the Sefior Valen- 
zuela to task. 

y Under section 206 of the code it is pro- 
vided as follows: “It is the duty of the 
father, the mother, and the children of 
any poor person who is unable to main- 
tain himself by work, tO maintain such 
person to the extent of their ability.” 
Under this clause it is probable that 
some action will be taken against the 
parent during the coming week.

“The Common Enemy, Man.’’ 


{The Remonstrance:] In her speech 
at the opening of the thirtieth annual 
convention of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association at Wash- 
ington, February 14, 1898, Miss Susan B. 
Anthony is reported as saying: “The 
grievances which women have against 
their common enemy, man, today are 
as great and as many as the early col- 
onists had against King George.”’ 

No one is better fitted to represent 
the woman suffrage movement in the 
United States than Mise Anthony. Her 
lifelong identification with that move- 
ment and her position as the foremost 
leader of it give her words special au- 
thority. The sentiment just quoted may 


be taken as expressing the fundamental | 


idea on which that movement rests. 

That idea is that man is the ‘‘com- 
mon enemy” of woman; and that his 
injustice and cruelty. toward her justify 
a revoit like that of the American col- 
onists against George III. ° 

Suppose that this idea were to pre- 
vail, and that women, armed with the 
ballot, were to try to wreak upon men, 
under Miss Anthony’s leadership, their 
fancied grievances, what senseless dis- 
turbances would result! Could there 
be anything more preposterous than to 
attempt to array one-half of-the human 
race against the other? 

Every sane woman knows. that man 
is not her .“enemy.” She knows that 
in no age have women enjoyed so 
many privileges as in the present cen- 
tury; and that nowhere in the world 
are the rights of women more carefully 


guarded by law or more sacred in the. 


eyes of the entire community than in 

the United States. Miss Anthony's 

declaration of war between the sexes is 

as truly a libel upon the intelligence of 

American women as upon the consider- 

ation @nd chivalry of American men.

SAVED BY A MACKINTOSH | 


MRS, BLADES NARROWLY ESCAPES 
BEING MURDERED. 


Held Up Friday Night by a Desaper- 
ate Footpad, Who Fired a Ballet 
at Her Heart, Grabbed Her Va- 
lise and Made His Escape. 


Only a short time ago E. K. Blades, 
an attorney of this city, met a violent 
death from a gunshot wound. While 
out duck hunting his gun, which was 
lying in the bottom of his boat, was 


accidentally discharged while he was 
pulling the boat to shore, the charge | 
entering Mr. Blades’s body, from the | 
effects of which he died soon afterward. | 

Friday night Mrs. B. Blades, his’ 
widow, escaped almost instant death 
from a bullet wound at the hands of a) 


band’s death Mrs. Blades has acted 
as cashier at the Rival restaurant, No. 
115 West Second atreet, conducted by 
her mother, Mrs. Clark. 

Mre. Blades and Mrs. Clark reside 
at No. 1243 Ionia street, and generally 
leave the restaurant about 8 p.m., Mrs. 
Blades carrying a small satchel con- 
taining the money taken in after bank- 
ing hours. 

Friday evening they left the restau- 
rant as usual and started for home. 
Arriving at Metcalf street on the Tem- 
ple-street car line they alighted and 
started north across a vacant lot: to 
their home on Ionia street. 

During the day, Mrs. Blades had pur- 
chased a mackintoch for her little boy, 
and she was carrying this, wrapped up 
as it left the store, in her left arm. 
To the mackintosh she owes her life. 

After leaving Temple street a de- 
pression in the land is encountered, 
after which there is a gradual rise to 
Ionia street. The two Women had al- 
most reached the top of the hill when 
@ man suddenly came up behind them 
and made directly for Mrs. Blades, who 
was in advance of her mother. 

Mrs. Blades started to run, but the 
man grabbed her roughly by the shoul- 
der and turn her around, at the same 
time pointi revolver at her heart, 
at which she instinctively raised her 
left arm containing the bundle. With 
his left hand the .man grabbed the 
satchel which Mrs. Blades held in her 
right hand and attempted to wrench 
it from her. She held onto it tenaci- 
ously, and it was then that the revolver 
was distharged, but whether with mur- 
derous intent, or merely to frighten the 
woman, it is hard to say. The bullet 
struck the package, which was directly 
over her heart, and went through six 
folds of the mackintosh. 

Mrs. Blades was partially dazed by 
the shot. She screamed and relaxed 
her grip on the valise, which the robber 
hastily secured and ran away. He 
went in the direction of Boylston and 
Temple streets, and later, when the de- 
teotives arrived on the scene, some boys 
said they had seen a man meant a 
bicycle at that corrier and hastily ride 
away. The satchel contained between 
$25 and $30 in cash, three bank books 
and several other small articles. 

As soon as Mrs. Blades recovered her 
self-possession ehe and her mother 
went on to the house, only a few steps 
distant, and Policeman Johnson, who 
lives close by, was soon on the scene. 
He telephoned the facts to the Police 
Station, and Policeman Fowle, who 
joined his brother officer about that 
time, went to the station and notified 
Chief of Detectives Bradish, who im- 
mediately dispatched several met to 
the scene. Capt. Bradish was at his of- 
fice until 12 o’clock Friday night, but 
said nothing of the matter to the news- 
paper reporters until yesterday. The 
desk clerk at the Police Station, who 
also knew of the matter Friday night, 
was equally reticent. 

Mrs. Blades cannot describe her as- 
Sailant, except that he wore dark 
clothes and a soft black hat. She 
thinks that he wore a sack coat, but- 
toned tightly in front. as she noticed 
his coattails did not flap in the wind 
as he ran. She also thinks that her as- 
Sailant must be someone who has 
familiarized himself with her move- 
ments, as one of her neighbors yester- 
day told her that for two nights pre- 
ceding the robbery a man answering the 
description of the robber has been seen 
hanging around the spot whete the as- 
sault occurred.

Many signs go to show that Los 
Angeles is on the eve of a boom, 
The indications at present are some- 
thing like those which were notice- 
able shortly before the big boom of 
twelve years ago, only more so. Then 
Los Angeles was a quiet and wunpro- 
gressive town of about 15,000 inhali- 
tants, whereas now it contains over a

BROKEN PLEDGES. 

The platform of the Republican 
Uounty Convention demanded, in dis- 
tinct terms, that the salaries of county 
officers should be reduced. This was 
one of the popular features of that ex- 
cellent platform, and one which served 
to gain votes for the candidates nomi- 
nated by the county convention, upon 
the aforesaid platform. The entire 
Hepublican ticket in this county was 
benefited by this distinct avowal in 
favor of greater economy in the con- 
duct of public affairs. The Los Ange- 
les county delegation in the Legislature 
benefited with the rest of the ticket, 
each candidate for Senator and As- 
semblyman receiving more cordial sup- 
port at the polls than he would have 
received in the absence of the declara- 
tion referred to. The Los Angeles 
delegation even went so far, before 
leaving for Sacramento, as to draw 
up a schedule making reasonable re- 
ductions, in county salaries, and 
pledging themselves to vote for such 
reductiong when the matter should 
come before the Legislature for ac- 
tion. 

In view of these facts, it is surpris- 
fing to learn that certain members of 
the Los Angeles county delegation 
have signed a paper to repudiate the 
declaration of the Republican plat- 
form, and to go back upon the pledges 
which they themselves made. It is 
even proposed, as shown by our dis- 
patches from f§acramento, to raise 
the salaries of county officials instead 
of reducing them! 

It seems incredible that men chosen 
by the people to represent them in the 
fiegisiature can thus go back upon 
their personal pledges and upon the 
express declarations of their party 
platform, which the people accepted 
ain good faith at the election. 

If this-scheme be consummated, it 
will cast reproach and disgrace upon 
the Republican party of Los Angeles 
county. How can the party go before 
the people at the next election, with 
@ny prospect of success, if it be so 
severely handicapped? What can we 
Bay in palliation or defense of s0 
Bhameless a repudiation of pledges 
supposedly made in good faith? 

It will not do at all. The people of 
Los Angeles should hasten to inform 
their weak-kneed representatives in 
the Legislature that no such trifling 
gill be tolerated. Letters and tele- 
@rams should be poured in upon our 
Senators and Assemblymen, informing 
them, in unmistakable terms, of the 
sentiments of their constituents, and 
ef the people generally, which senti- 
ments are, beyond all doubt, over- 
whelmingly in favor of the carrying 
out of both personal and platform 
pledges to the letter. The people are 
mot to be trifled with, in such a mat- 
ter, with impunity. 


An interesting extension of the cli- 
mate and crop service of the United 
States Weather Bureau has been made, 
am weekly bulletin having been issued 
for Porto Rico, a copy of which has 
been received from the local Weather 
Bureau. These bulletins are to be is- 
sued weekly from San Juan, and a 
similar publication will, at an early 
date, be issued for the Island of Cuba, 
from Havana. The bulletins are to 
be printed in Spanish, for local distri- 
ution in their respective islands, and 
wopies translated into English will be 
‘published in the United States. 
‘rwenty voluntary stations have al- 
ready been established in Porto Rico, 
mn the work of establishing a large 
mumber of stations is well advanced. 
The Porto Rico bulletin, just re- 

, deals principally with the lead- 
products of the island—coffee, 
cane, tobacco and rice, 


kept pace with the laying out of new 
tracts. In fact, very few new tracts 
have been subdivided during the past 
ten years. The time has now arrived 
when an advance all along the line 
May reasonably be expected. 

The outlook for the immediate future 
of Los Angeles and Southern Califcr- 
nia was never brighter than it is to 
day. Work upon the improvement of 
the harbor at San Pedro, for which 


-we have been so long and so patiently 


waiting, it about to commence. The 
building of the much-talked-of Salt 
Lake Railway is an assured thing, and 
it is even possible that more than one 
road will be constructed. There are 
many indications that shrewd outside 
capitalists realize the bright future 
that is in store for this section, and 
are preparing to take advantage of 
it. The investment of something like 
$5,000,000 in Los Angeles street rail- 
ways, by San Francisco capitalists, 
was one of the first straws which 
floated down the stream. Another 
was the recent purchase of the Santa 
Ana and Newport Railway by the 
Clarkes, who will make important im- 
provements, It is glso announced that 
the capacity of the big beet-sugar fac- 
tory in Venttrra county is to be imme- 
diately doubled. This enterprise, 
alone, will, it is expected, distribute 
about; $1,000,000 during the coming 
year, in wages and for beets. 

There are assuredly good times 
ahead for Los Angeles. Those of our 
local capitalists who are inclined to 
be of faint heart should pluck up cour- 
age, before enterprising outsiders get 
away with most of the plums. 


FOOD ADULTERATION. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
State Legislature which is aimed to 
prevent or discourage the adulteration 
of foods. The bill proposed to create 
some kind of a commission, or bureau, 
to take charge of the matter, and for 
this reason it was doubtful whether 
it would pass, the opinion being quite 
general that the State is already more 
than sufficiently well provided with 
bodies the members of which do lit- 
tle beyond drawing their salaries. The 
bill has since been modified, so far 
as the commission feature is concerned, 
but it is still too extravagant. 

That there is great need of legis- 
lation for the purpose of combating 
food adulteration is, however, a ques- 
tion which admits of no discussion. 
Such legislation would more properly 
emanate from the Federal government, 
than from the various States. In the 
latter case, we should have a much- 
mixed-up condition of affairs, as an 
adulteration which might be forbid- 
den in one State would be permitted 
just across the line in another. 

In the eastern States, the question 
of food adulteration has aroused more 
attention than it has on this Coast. 
At an agricultural gathering, Prof. 
Woods, director of the Maine Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, recently de- 
livered an address upon the adultera- 
tion of food, in which he mentioned 
some interesting and startling facts. 
Perhaps the product which is more 
generally adulterated than any other 
is spices. Material for adulterating 
spices is put up regularly for the 
trade, and costs from 8 to 4 cents a 
pound by the barrel. At the lecture 
referred to, specimens of cream of tar- 
tar containing 75 per cent. of plaster 
were exhibited. It is no wonder that 
housewives complain of heavy bis- 
cuits. Molasses is largely manufac- 
tured from glucose, which has an in- 
jurious effect on the digestive organs, 

Coffees and coffee preparations show 


that the consumer, and especially the 
poor, are being grossly deceived. Very 
little pure ground coffee is sold, and 
even whole coffee does not escape 
sophistication. Even the purchase of 
green coffee for home roasting does 
not insure the pure product, since 
even the green coffee berry is imi- 
tated. Specimens of whole roasted 
“coffee,” made up chiefly of imitation 


coffee, with only enough genuine cof- 


fee to give it a slight coffee flavor, 
were exhibited. The ground coffees 
are largely adulterated with peas, 
chicory and imitation coffee made from 
wheat middlings. 

In canned yegetables and fruit, the 
principal risks to health are those 
due to the use of preservatives, or to 
the presence of copper, lead and zinc. 
Lead is extremely poisonous and tin 
is also poisonous. 

As to ordinary preservatives, such 
as salicyclic acid, opinions differ 
somewhat is regard to their effect on 
the human system, but there can be 
no question that purchasers should be 
allowed to know what they are buying. 
Then, if they have no objection to 
consuming food containing salicylic 
acid or other compounds they can 
suit themselves, 

The “fruit” jellies, catsups, etc. af- 
ford an interesting field of adultera- 
tion. Samples of grape, strawberry, 
raspberry and other jellies were ex- 
hibited, which were absolutely free 
from either fruit or jelly, being made 
up of starch paste, sweetened with 
glucose, colored with coal tar dyes, 
flavored with chemicals and preserved 
with salicylic acid. Many of the cat- 
sups and condimental sauces are col- 
ored with coal tar or other dyes and 
preserved with salicylic or benzoin 
acids, 

Strange to say, even in this State, 
where fruit is so cheap and plentiful 
that it is sometimes difficult to find a 
market for any but the very choicest 
quality, these imitation jams and jel- 
lies are largely sold. One would sup- 
pose that here, in California, pure 
fruit would be cheaper for the manu- 
facture of such products than almost 
any other substance. In any case, the 
law should compel manufactyrers to 
give the public what they are supposed 
to pay their money for. One of the 
first duties of a civilized government 
is, certainly, to safeguard the health 
of its citizens, by preventing them 
from being imposed upon by greedy 
and unscrupulous manufacturers and 
merchants. An organization known 
as the National Pure Food Congress 
has a national pure-food bill before 
Congress, which, if it. becomes a law, 
will materially simplify the work to be 
done by the individual States. This 
movement should have the active and 


persistent support of the press and the 
public. 


A “MISTAKE’’ AGAIN CORRECTED, 

The New York Press of January 18, 
in a leading editorial referring to the 
necessity of reforming the methods of 
electing United States Senators, and 
pointing to the existing contests in 
various State Legislatures, says: 

“In California there is almost a tie 
between two candidates, a son and 
namesake of Gen. Grant leading by 
one vote. This gentleman was a pro- 
nounced advocate of the free coinage 
of silver only two years ago. Even 
in California, where some Republicans 
subscribe to the St. Louis platform 
with mental reservations, it is doubtful 
if a State convention would have put 
before the people a man faithless to 
his father’s party and careless of his 
father’s name.”’ 

THe TIMES has heretofore had oc- 
casion to correct the gross misstate- 
ment that U. S. Grant has been “a 
pronounced advocate of the free coin- 
age Of silver.” The statement is un- 
qualifiedly false. Neither two years 
ago, nor at any time, was U. S. Grant 
an advocate, pronounced or otherwise, 
of free-silver coinage. He is a firm 
advocate of sound money, a believer 
in the gold standard, and is a loyal, 
consistent, and earnest Republican. 

The writer of the above paragraph, 
either wilfully or by mistake, has evi- 
dently confounded U. S. Grant with 
his brother, Jesse, who, in the cam- 
paign of 1896, allowed himself and his 
name to be used in supposed further- 
ance of the free-silver cause. U. S. 
Grant is an entirely different sort of 
man from his brother Jesse, in more 
ways than one. 


‘The accident of yesterday, by which 
Contractor Neu lost his life and in 
which a number of other gentlemen 
were seriously injured, was one of the 
saddest ahd most deplorable in the 
history of Los Angeles. All of the 
victims of the sad disaster are men of 
affairs and prominent in the commu- 
nity. Mr. Neu, who came here as the 
active member of the firm of Held- 
mair & Neu, the contractors for the 
deep-sea harbor at San Pedro, had 


already gained a warm place in the

Mr. Neu was just at 
the threshold of erecting a monument 
to himself in the construction of the 
great breakwater at our neighboring 
seaport; hence his sudden taking off 
is doubly deplorable. Once more,-the 
world has been vividly shown that “in 
the midst of life we are in death.” 


‘The men who are introducing and 
supporting bills in the Legislature 
making it a criminal offense for a man 
to be in the newspaper business in 
California should not be surprised to 
note the absence of newspaper support 
for themselves in future campaigns. 
On the contrary, they will be remem- 
bered by the press of the State in a 
way that will be as gall and worm- 
wood. A legislator is for two years; a 
newspaper comes out every morning 
or afternoon, and despite :the anti- 
press bushwhackers who “have. it in” 
for editors and cartoonists, they will 
continue to issue with regularity, de- 
spite the onslaughts of small states-

ANOTHER BILL WITH “SUG8”" IN IT. 

So many bad bills have been intro- 
duced in the California Legislature at 
its present session that it is well to 
ecrutinize each bill closely, lest it 
contain some seemingly insignificant 
section, word or sentence which will 
operate against the public interests. 
“Bugs” of a dangerous character have 
already been discovered in several 
measures which were seemingly of a 
harmless character, and we have had 
ample proof, on numerous occasions, 
that it is not safe to take anything 
for granted. Eternal vigilance is the 
price of clean legislation, as well as 
of liberty. 

Assembly Bill, No. 440, introduced 
by Mr. Miller of Los Angeles, on Jan- 
uary 25, and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary, appears to be a meas- 
ure which, to say the least, requires 
watching. The text of this measure 
is as follows: 

“The people of the State of Califor- 
nia, represented in the Senate and the 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

“Section 1. A new section is hereby 
added to the Political Code of the 
State of California, numbered 2921, as 
follows: 

“The boards of Supervisors of coun- 
ties, or of any city and county, in this 
State, and the municipal authorities 
of every incorporated town or city, 
may grant to any railroad corporation 
authority to construct a wharf or pier 
on any lands bordering on any navi- 
gable bay, inlet, lake, creek, slough 
or arm of the sea situate in or bound- 
ing their counties or incorporated 
towns or cities, respectively, with a 
license to take tolls for the use of the 
same for the term of the corporate 
existence of the said railroad corpora- 
tions, whenever such board or such 
municipal authorities find the use of 
said wharf or pier necessary to the 
exercise of the franchise of such rall- 
road corporation for terminal purposes, 
and the same may be granted without 
offering the same for sale. Nothing 
contained in the foregoing chapter, or 
in this act, shall be construed to limit 
the powers of such boards or such mu- 
nicipal authorities to grant the right 
to such railroad corporations to build 
and construct for terminal purposes 
any wharf or pier of the width neces- 
sary for the carrying on of the busi- 
ness of such railroad at such terminal, 
and to the length that it may be de- 
sirable to construct the same, not to 
exceed one thousand (1000) feet, so 
that it may not prevent the naviga- 
tion by boats and vessels of such 
navigable bay, inlet, lake, creek, slough 
or arm of the sea; provided, that there 
shall be excluded from the operation 
of this act any property under the 
jurisdiction or control of any board 
of State harbor commissioners. 

“Sec. 2. This act shall take effect 
immediately.” 

The real purpose of this proposed 
law is somewhat obscure. Just why 
boards of Supervisors and municipal 
authorities should be empowered to 
grant franchises of the kind mentioned 
without offering the same for sale, 
in the usual way, is not apparent on 
the surface. It has not been shown 
that there is any good reason for in- 
creasing or decreasing the present 
powers of municipal and county au- 
thorities in this regard, and until such 
reason has been made clearly apparent, 
if it exist, it would seem best to let 
well enough alone. 

There is reason to fear that should 
Mr. Miller’s bill be passed, it would 
enable the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company to secure more or less of a 
“cinch” on San Pedro Harbor, in case 
the county and municipal authorities 
are camplaisant, unsuspecting, or 
weak. The merits of this bill, its full 
meaning, and the purposes it is de- 
signed to accomplish, should be fully 
and freely looked into when the meas- 
ure comes up before the Legislature. 
On its face, it has not an attractive 
look. 


A KICKER ANSWERED. 

A correspondent sends Tum TIMES a 
copy of a Michigan paper—the Pon- 
tiac Gazette—which contains another 
of those letters from a disgruntled 
visitor, criticizing Los Angeles and 
Southern California. It becomes a 
rather tiresome task to comment upon 
such emanations from discontented 
people, yet if these statements were 
always permitted to go forth without 
any contradiction, it might lead many 
people in the East who are not ac- 


quainted with circumstances here to/ 


believe that the statements made from 
time to time in the press of California 
as to the charms and attractions of 
this section are unfounded and decep- 
tive. 

The letter referred to, which is from 
one E. C. Woodward, is by no means 
so unreasonable as some of the com- 
munications that are occasionally sent 
from here to the eastern press. On 
the contrary, it contains some state- 
ments which are quite true. The 
trouble is with many of these new 
arrivals in California that they come 
here with false ideas, both as to the 
climate and financial conditions. If 
they expect to find here a languid, 
sensuous sort of climate, like that of 
the South Sea Islands, or to find soft 
jobs lying around waiting to be picked 
up, they are certain to be bitterly dis- 
appointed. The complaint made by 
Mr. Woodward may be condensed as 
follows: 

(1.) When out of the sun one feels 
the cold here as much as in the East, 
and fires are needed on rainy days. | 

(2.) All known diseases exist here, 
including catarrh, asthma, bronchial, 
lung diseases and rheumatism, and 
fevers of all kinds. : 

(3.) The water in California is very 
bad, being, in fact, alkali water. 

(4.) Not one orange grove in fifty 
pays the owner a good living for 
himself and family. 

(5.) Half the population of Los An- 
geles lives on the other half; the 
other half lives on the tenderfoot who 
comes from the Hast. 

(6.) Wages are very low, and ten 
times as many people are looking for 
positions as there are positions to be 
found. 


(7.) The value of real estate 1s 


kept up by eastern people, who bring 
money with them. Let the inflow stop, 
the land bubble will burst as ft has 
done many times. 

During the past ten years, in the 
special issues of Tum Tres, designed 
chiefly for circulation among outsid- 
ers, we have always endeavored to 
avoid exaggeration and to tell the 
truth in regard to conditions here. In 
reply to the above statements, we will 
say, briefly: 

(1.) While the thermometer never 
sinks very low here, 
down to the freezing point, it 1s a fact 
that the same temperature of cold is 
felt more keenly here than in the East. 
This is on account of the dryness of 
the atmosphere, the same reason which 
makes a temperature of 100 deg. in 
Los Angeles more comfortable than 
a temperature of 80 deg. in New York. 
It is also true that there is a vast dif- 
ference here between the temperature 
half an hour before and half an hour 
after sunset. To reap the advantage 
of the climate of Southern California, 
one has to understand its few pecu- 
liarities, and make allowance there- 
for. The climate of Southern Califor- 
nia is acceded by world-wide travelers 
to have no superior on the face of the 
earth. 

(2.) Lung troubles are practically 
unknown among native Californians, 
most of the deaths from consumption 
being among recent arrivals from the 
East. Owing to the dry climate and 
lack of decaying matter, malaria fev- 
ers are very rare. 

(3.) The water supply of Los An- 
geles is superior to the average supply 
of eastern cities in purity. It is true 
that it is somewhat hard, but not suf- 
ficiently so to be injurious to health. 
Throughout the great State of Cali- 
fornia, between the ocean and the 
high Sierras, there is every variety of 
water to be found. The fact that cen- 
tenarians are common among native 
Californians seems to show that 
neither the climate nor the water can 
be very injurious in their effects. 

(4.) This is untrue. The fact is 
that there is not one California orange 
grove in fifty, of ten acres or more, 
provided that grove has been prop- 
erly planted, fertilized, irrigated and 
cared for, that does not pay the owner 
a nice margin above a first-class liv- 
ing for himself and family. It should 
be remembered, however, that it re- 
quires a considerable amount of capi- 
tal, and six or seven years’ time, to 
bring “an orange grove into profitable 
bearing. 

(5.) This is a gross exaggeration. 
It is true that eastern health and 
pleasure seekers leave a large amount 
of money in Los Angeles and South- 
ern California every year, but the 
tenderfoot is by no means the leading 
crop of this section. The citrus-fruit 
crop alone brings in something like 
$5,000,000 annually. In the Midwinter 
Number of Tum Trmes there was pub- 
lished a statement, showing that even 
during the past exceptionally dry year 
the sum received by producers in 
Southern California for the leading 
products amounted to $15,000,000, or 
about $250 apiece for every family 
in the seven southern counties. 

(6.) This is true. THe Tres has 
constantly striven to impress upon 
eastern people the fact that Los An- 
geles is not a good place for those 
who seek to find employment. Thou- 
sands of people come here in delicate 
health for the sake of the climate. 
If they can find something to do, at 
nominal wages, they are just so much 
ahead. The consequence is that all 
the professions and every branch of 
clerical labor are much overdone, 

(7.) This is the old, old story, that 
we have heard now for twelve years 
or more. In 1880, the population of 
Los Angeles was 11,000. In 1888, 
after the subsidence of the real estate 
boom, there were probably about 
35,000 people here. In 1890, the 
United States census gave the city a 
population of 50,000. Today the popu- 
lation is not less than 110,000.. Ten 
years hence, when the population of 
Greater Los Angeles shall be 300,000, 
men like E. C. Woodard will still be 
writing to the eastern papers that 
business here is unduly inflated, and 
that as soon as the bubble is pricked 
everything will fall to pieces. Mean- 
time, wise men will continue to in- 
vest their money in Los Angeles real 
estate, and to make fortunes.

The Railroads Lost Cause.

[T. G. Lane, in Cotton Planters’ Jour- 
nal:}] Two years ago, at the Vicksburg 
Fair, in the fall of 1896, as Prof. 8. M. 
Tracey and W. W. Mangum were 
watching some trained monkeys per- 
form their various tricks, Prof. Tracey 
said to Mr. Mangum: 

“Ae sure as you are alive, Mangum, 
those monkeys can be taught to pick 
cotton better and more cheaply than 
our negroés do, and perpetual fame will 
be the part of the man who first tries 
the experiment.” 

At first Mr. Mangum was inclined to 
laugh at the idea, but the more he 
thought over the matter, and the more 
he watched the monkeys at their var- 
ious tricks, the more he becamé co.a- 
vinced that there was something in it, 
and the next day as he left the pro- 
fessor at the Carrol Hotel, he said: 

‘Well, professor, I have been thinking 
over your suggestion of teaching mon- 
keys to pick cotton, and Iam deter- 
mined to try-the thing and see if it will 
work. They have been taught to do 
much more difficult things than that, 
and I am almost sure they can be 
taught to pick cotton. We can’t rely 
on the niggers much longer, and next 
fall Iam going to buy me a dozen mon- 
keys and see what can be done.” 

The next fall, that ise in September of 
1897, Mr. Mangum hunted up the owner 
and trainer of ten trained monkeys in 
New York City, and made arrange- 
ments both to buy the monkeys, and to 
get the services of their trainer, who 
understood the business, and assured 
Mr. Mangum that it would be the sim- 
plest thing imaginable to teach the 
monkeys to pick cotton.

In less 
than a month after the monkeys were 
started at the work they would pick on 
an average of 150 pounds a day. They 
picked in weather in which negroes 
would not pick and picked cleaner cot- 
ton. The cost of picking was much less, 
and in every way they made much bet- 
ter pickers than the average negro. 

This first experiment, although on a 
smail scale, proved to Mr. Mangum 
that monkeys could be used with great 
success as cotton pickers, so in June, 
1898, he made an order for 300 monkeys 
of the same breed, on an exporter of 
monkeys from Africa, with the under- 
standing that most of them were to be 
females. About the first of September 
of this year the new batch of monkeys 
arrived, and the services of the old 
— were engaged to train this new 

But this was not such an easy matter 
as was at first thought, for many of the 
new monkeys were etill wild. But the 
trainer thoroughly understood his busi- 
ness, having served for a long time un- 
der Barnum as trainer of monkeys. 
Finally, with the aid of the ten old 
monkeys, who were of great assistance, 
and a great deal of punishment and re- 
warding, the new gang were pretty well 
trained by the middle of October. 

I have watched this experiment with 
greater interest than I have watched 
any new thing in years. I have kept in 
constant correspondence with Mr. Man- 
gum about this matter and about the 
middle of November I visited his plan- 
tation near Smedes to see the monkeys 
at their work. I must admit that it was 
a glorious sight to see, and one that did 
my heart great good. The rows were 
filled with monkeys, each one with her 
little cotton sack around her neck, 
picking away quietly and orderly, and 
without rush or confusion. When they 
got their sacks full they would run to 
the end of the row, where a man was 
stationed to empty them into the cotton

I have just given him 
an order to import me 200 monkeys next 
summer, and I feel sure that we will 
soon be independent of the negro go far 
as cotton picking is concerned.

“The people of the State of California, 
represented in the Senate and the As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 

“Section 1. A new section is hereby 
added to the Political Code of the State 
of California, numbered two thousand

LOCAL CLEARANCES. For last 
week the exchanges brought to the lo- 
cal clearinghouse amounted to $1,703,- 
050.20, compared with $1,146,024.85 last 
week, and $1,486,442.97 for the corre- 
sponding week in 1898. 


NATIONAL CLEARINGS. The clear- 
ances for last week are not quite so 
heavy as they were in the previous 
week, but they are for the second. time 
above the two-billion-dollar line, a thing 
néver known before. The exact figures 
@re_ $2.036.013,734, compared with $2,- 
544,768,474 last week. The increase over 

year is 38.4 per cent., a ratio so 
large it needs no comment. The first 
month of the new year goes into his- 
tory as totaly eclipsing any previous 
record. It will average $2,000,000,000 per 
week. It ts 44 per cent. larger than last 
year, and nearly 60 per cent. more than 
in 1892, Speculation did much to in- 
creage the figures, but exports of 6,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat figure in the to- 
tal, too. So do the enormous sums paid 
out for coal, iron and many manufac- 
tured products.

PORTO RICO COFFEE. Porto Rico

-PACKAGE SUGAR. The sugar trust 

_Just now putting on the market a 
new package of sugar. It is a square 
bdx made of pasteboard, and holds two 
pounds of granulated sugar. It is sold 
like other package sugar at 1-16 cent 
above the ruling price for the goods in 
bulk. The Philadelphia Grocery World 
states that this way of selling sugar is 
becoming more and more popular. The

SPLIT PEAS HIGHER. Eastern ad- 
vices report an advance of 25 cents per 
barrel in split peas, bringing the whole- 
sale price up closé to $5. It is generally 
expected that there will be a further 
advance of 50 cents, if not $1 per barrel. 

The advance is legitimate, being 
founded on very light stocks in manu- 
facturers’ hands. There are few manu- 
facturers and as they all have small 
stocks,on hand they have come to an 
understanding as to the advance. 


CALIFORNIA CELERY. The finest 
celery on the eastern markets is what 
comes from the peat lands near Santa 
Ana. It sells in Philadelphia at 40 to 
65 cents per buneh. The consumer in 
Los Angeles pays 5 to 10 cents a bunch, 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

GUM TRUST. The new chewing 
gum combination is capitalized for $15,- 
000,000. The firms which have signed 
the contracts are: Adams & Sons Co., 
Brooklyn; the Beeman Chemical Com- 
pany, Cleveland; W. J. White & Sons, 
Cleveland; J. P. Primley, Chicago; 8. 
T. Britten, Toronto, Can., and the Kis- 
Me Gum Company, Louisville. They 
are about all the important makers of 
gum in the United States. 


CREDITORS OBJECT. The new 
bankruptcy act has been long enough 
under test to allow of its defects com- 
ing to the surface. So far only one 
serious objection seems to have been 
raised, and that comes from the cred- 
itors. The Philadelphia Grocery World 
reports: 

“There is one feature of the new 
Bankruptcy Act which is not proving 
entirely. satisfactory to the wholesale 
dealers, who are generally considered 
the creditor class. It is the feature 
which allows a retailer to have a re- 
lease from all his debts, even though, 
his assets when collected and  dis- 
tributed amount to only 2 or 3 per cent. 
of his liabilities. The wholesalérs 
think that under such circumstances 
the bankrupt should be given a condi- 
tional release; in other words, that he 
should be denied a final release from all 
his debts until he has paid, say, 25 per 


‘cent. of all liabilities. 


“It is a fact that in this respect the 
law leans toward the bankrupt debtor. 
And it is a question whether it should 
not do so. The dealer who has done 


the square thing by his creditors; who 


has gathered together all he has and 
handed’ § it over without reservation, 
should be given a clean bill, perhaps, 
as an incentive to start afresh. As it 
is. he has lost his business name, to a 
large extent, and certainly his credit. 
If the bankruptcy act did not clean 
the slate off for bankrupts, and give 
them another chance, it is extremely 
probable that many broken-down busi- 
ness mén would never recover their 
stamina, especially with the realiza- 
tion that there yet remained to be 
earned 15 or: 20 per cent. of their total 
liabilities. 

“There is no question, however, that 
this feature of the act seems one- 
sided to the creditor who is forced to 
accept a dollar where he is owed a 
hundred. But the creditor is so ap- 


‘preciably protected in the other fea- 


tures of the law, that even with this 


“slight partiality to the debtor, he will 


probably find the law a boon.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb 4.—The stock mar- 
ket was strong the greater part of the 
day, but early gains were lost and 
prices receded until they had made a 
Slight net loss on the day. The bank 
statement’s decrease in surplus, of 
about one and three-quarter million 
dollars, was the ostensible reasgn for 
prices running off in the late dealings. 
London was a purchaser in this mar- 
ket, and the market there for Ameri- 
cans ended firm. Locally there was a 
continuance .of purchases by large in- 
terests noted yesterday, and round 
amounts of short contracts were cov- 
ered. Confident buying of high-priced 
stocks, including New York Central 
and Pennsylvania, gave strength to the 
rest of the list. It was announced that 
New York Central was to operate the 
West Shore Railroad more directly, and 
that a separate organization would be 
maintained only as far as the West 
Shore board was concerned. Among the 
other stocks showing conspicuous 
strength on the rise were Wheeling 
and Lake Erie preferred, Northwest, 
Rio Grande and Westeren preferred, 
Denver preferred Canada Southern, C. 
Cc. C. and St. Louis and Southwestern 
preferred, which rose from 1 to 2 points. 
Metropolitan advanced nine points, of 
which it retained five. Consolidated Gas 
and Brooklyn Union Gas retained 3% 
and 2%, respectively, of large ad- 
vances. The strength of the gas stocks 
was on further consolidation talk. 
Great Northern preferred held 7 points 
of an even greater rise on intimations 
of a possible distribution of assets to 
stockholders. In the reaction ensuing on 
the appearance of the bank statement, 
especial weakness was shown by Man- 
hattan, Reading first preferred, New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, the Grang- 
ers. Northern Pacific. Missouri Pacific, 
Southern Pacific, Atchison preferred, 
Federal Steel, Brooklyn Transit and 
Sugar. The bank statement, which af- 
fected sentiment adversely, was a sur- 
prise in several respects. Trading in 
stocks for the week left prices lower 
for the more prominent shares. The 
volume of business contracted com- 
pared with the large dealings of late, 
but were still much greater than at this 
time in other years. Money continued 
in abundant supply, and railway re- 
ports were generally gratifying. The 
most important net declines for the 
week were: New York Airbrake, 9%; 
Lake Erie and Western preferred, 9%, 
and Reading first preferred, 3; but 
there were many smaller declines in ac- 
tive stocks, which show the tendency 
to have been downward. Advances in 
excess of five points were: Great North- 
ern preferred 18%; Metropolitan Street 
Railway, 14; Consolidated Gas, 135%; 
New York. New Haven and Hartford, 
11; Burlington and Cedar Rapids and 
Northern, 10; Brooklyn Union Gas, 
85%: Great Northern, 8%; Chicago and 
Alton,: International Silver, 5%. Den- 
ver and Rio Grande, Mobile and Ohio. 
Pullman, Minneapolis and St. Louis 
second preferred, also made handsome 
advances. The Grangers showed losses 
ranging from over 1 point to 3%, which 
was Burlington’s loss. Losses were 
quite general among the coalers and 
industrials. Business in bonds during 
the week was on an enormous scale, 
with a good tone. U. S. 3’s advanced \, 
and the 5’s registered %.

Clearinghouse Review. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The Financier 
says: “The statement of the associated 
banks of New York City for the week 
ending February 4, shows a decrease in 
surplus reserve of $1,779,350. the first 
contraction noted eince December 10 
last. Shrinkage in view of the enormous 
expansion in loans and deposits is 
moderate, being offset to a degree by 
the gain of $2,816,900 in cash reported. 
The statements seems to reflect, in be- 
lated manner, the activity of the stock 
exchange epeculation , and probably 
deals with the previous week’s business, 
as much as with current operations. 
The increase of $15,154,400 in loans for 
example, cannot altogether be charged 
to the past week, as the volume of ex- 
change transactions fell off appreciably. 
The gain in deposits amounted to §18,- 
385,000, which is about normal, taking 
the cash and loan expansion into con- 
sideration. The actual expansion of 
cash is leas than had been figured, but 
it is doubtful if the averages reveal 
full result of the gains from the interior. 
A detailed analysis, in fact, shows that 
one bank gained over $4,000,000 in specie 
which ie almost twice as much as all 
the banks. The special operations and 
shifting of funds doubtless have had 
much to do in bringing thie about. 
Taken as a whole, the statemént is 
favorable. Never before have the totals 
approached such figures as are now be- 
ing reported. But despite the unpre- 
cedented expansion of loans and depos- 
ite, the banks are carrying $35,465,260 
idle cash, and with receipts over all dis- 
bursements, there seems no limit to the 
power to meet the demands made upon 
them. As a matter of fact, the New 
York clearing institutions have doubled 
their business in a little over two years, 
and still have surplus reserves beyond 
the average. The current statement 
may have the effect of temporarily 
stimulating the money market, but it 
is too much to expect, even with an ex- 
pansion in totals such as the week’s 
operations reveal, that rates can main- 
tain such an advance. It will require 
a much more appreciable reduction of 
surpl@s to bring about a change of that 
character.
